COMMON INTEREST 

Mr, R. S. Hudson, Sceretary to 
the Department of Overscag Trade, 
said it was inevitable that British 
and German traders and Industrics 
should to some extent be in compctl- 
tion with onc_another. Nevertheless, 
though competitors, the two coun. 
tries had a common intcrest in the 
development of oversea trade, Let 
them take their minds back to the 
days before 1014. Traders had thelr 
diMcultics and thelr complaints even 
in those golden days. The two coun- 
trics had. for long been kcen com- 
petitors, In 1886 a commission here 
reported that in every quarter of 
the world the perseverance ond 
enterprise of Germans were being 
Increasingly felt. Our own indus- 
triulists responded to the challenge, 
But that did not prevent both the 
two countries obtaining n steady 
advance in oversea trade, The 
figures showed that « prosperous ex- 
port trade depended not on achiev- 
ing suceess at the expense of other 
countries, but on general world con- 
ditions. 

Unfortunately: the world hed not 
yet been able to re-establish those 
conditions of international confidence 
and stability without which oa steady 
growth ‘of trade could not be 
achleved, The United Kingdom must 
do Hs utmost to maintain its export 


And as every nation wished to work trade, for we were dependent to an 


out her own destiny, also the econo- 
mic developments and principles of 
every nation would have the ten- 
dency to be different to cach other. 

It ought te be possible—as it had 
been possible in the past—to find a 
practical way to satisfy the necds of 
fhe individual nations for the’ ex- 
change ‘of goods ‘without getting en- 
tangled in theoretical discussions 
about the merits or demerits of this 
or that economic sysiem. We only 
had to observe the trend af the de- 
velopment and try to find an in- 
dividual solution In the Individual 
etuation which might arise. -In that 
respect the . conversation between 
representatives of their. Industries 
would prove to be a valuable con- 
tribution, As-the two countries had 
tanged mutually since many decades 
among their best customers, those old 
ties might prove a valunble asset for 
new cfforts, 

He would endeavour to co-operate 
very closely with the Chamber in the 
fulflment of their task and their 
alms of furthering and developing 
the: trade relatlons between England 
and Germany. 

“UNFAIR METHODS” 

Dr. Wichl, Director of the Com- 
mercial Department of the Foreign 
OMmce, Berlin, in proposing the, toast 
“Germany and England on the 
World Markets,” sald it was a somc- 
what ticklish subject in view. of re- 
cent discussion In the British Parlia- 
ment and Press. Germany was 
neeused of ‘using unfair trade 
methods and asplring to an ‘unfair 
share in foreign markets, As to un- 
fair methods, a-system of foreign 
exchange. control, bilateral clearing 
and payment ‘agreements had been 
forced upon Germany bythe policy 
of creditor countries. ‘Methods for 
promotion of exports resulted. from 
the fact that Germany only by ex+ 
ports could acquire . the! necessary 
foreign exchange to pay for Indis- 
pensable imports of foodstuffs and 
raw materials, Germany’s situation 
was foundamentally different “from 
Great Britain's, for which exports 
hod not nearly such vital importance. 
As to an unfair share in-world mar- 
kets, Germany's alm was only to 
obtain the same Independence for 
economic Ife which other nations 


Great Britaln and Germany during 
past years did not juatity. British 
alarm. .German gains, In South» 
Eastern Europe and.c 
of South‘America were outbnlanced: 


outstanding degree on oversea sup- 
plics of foodstuffs and materials, and 
for the means to pay for those we 
had to look mainly to the proceeds 
of our own exports. We must, there- 
fore, pursue an active export policy, 
HE was a vital national interest and 
we intended to defend it at all costs. 
What-we desired was not-develop- 
ment to the detriment of other coun+ 
trics—that could bring no lasting 
benefts—but a world-wide growth of 
International trade os o result of 
healthy competition under cconomic 
and siable conditions. That was the 
fencral position In the yenrs before 
1914 with the result that both coun- 
tries enjoyed a steadily increasing 
flow of trade, through normal chan- 
nels, to the genernl benefit of all. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFIDENCE 
The progress of trade depended on 
international conditions, and first and 
foremost on the restoration of inter- 
national confidence, ‘So Jong as 
Europe was in a state of tension, 
trade could not be expected to pros- 
per. The Prime Minister had given 
supreme evidence of his willingness 
ta. purstie the setticment of Intcr- 
national 
peaceful negotiation, The Prime 
Minister's policy in that respect had 
the support of the overwhelming 
mass of pcople both ‘In this country 
and xbroad. He thought that we 
were entitled to expect some gesture. 
In return. He still hoped, therefore, 
that despite all the diMculties, that 
seemed to beset them af the moment 
they should succeed in reaching a 
reasonable ‘and satisfactory sctule- 
ment of the problem of Germany and 
Great Britaln in world mariccts.

THE TRAFFIC TOLL 


Three People Killed During 
The Past Week 


In the Colony of Hongkong, in- 
cluding the Island, Kowloon and the 
New Territories, during the weck 
ending, last Saturday, there were 
altogether 73 traMc accidents as the 
result of which three persons were 
kiHed, and 39 persons were injured. 

Of those killed, a Chinese girl, age 
7, was knocked down by a bus, and 
the other, u Indian girl, age 4, by a 
private motor car, The were both 
crossing the road, the former running 
and the latter walking. A Chinese 
mule, ue 25, died from inluriece re- 
celved through’ being thrown, off bis 
motor cycle when it ran-ott the roau~ 
way. 

OF persons injured, 26 were pedes~ 
trians, who were elther walking or 
running across the road and were 
struck by vehicles. One ricksha pas- 
senger and two bicycle riders were 
injured as the result of collisions 
between vehicles. A tricycle rider 
was injured when his vehicle mount- 

the footpath. A Chinese was in- 
jured while attempting ‘to board a 
moving tricycle. 

Three tram passengers and five 
bus passengers were injured while 
alghting from moving trams and 
moving buses, respectively. : 

f the 73 accidents, 25 were 
collisions between vehicles; 32 were 
collisions between vehicles and 
pedestrians; and 16-accldents were 
due to other . causes. Vehicles in- 
volved were:—Private motor cars 25, 
motor lorries 15, motor busey 13, 
public motor curs 2, motor cycles’ 2, 
tramcars 8, tricycles 2, bicycles 5, 
and ricksha one.

Dr. P, F. S, Court, of Queen Mary

fractured skull, oo fractured right 
erm and many ominor  abrastons. 
When seen by Or. Court, Jackson 
was deeply unconscious and showed 
signs of brain Injury. He died at 
315 am, on January 15, 


A post mortem examination was]: 


held the same day, when the body 
was Identified by Cpl, S. Dansmore. 
There was a ragyicd wound ncross 
» the brain, and abrasions down the 
right side-of the face; also a simple 
fracture of the right forearm and 
+ multiple minor abrasions, The left 
side of the skull was fractured and 
the base of the skull also showed 4 
- frontal fracture: There was exten- 
sive haemorrhage of the left side of 
the brain, The cause of deith, said

Trafic-Sergeant 'f. Melnnes > sald 
that the Whippet car was extensive- 
ly damaged, After describing | the 
damage to various parts of the car's 
body, witness said. that he found the 
stecring column was badly bent. 
The joints were In good order, und 
damage had ocen due to the accident.

REFUGEE 

*Whither” China's war" refugees?" : 

That oft-aslocd question {s partially 
answered in Kwangsi. There are 
5,500 mow of land, uncultivated but 
with great possibilities for develop- 
ment, Jocated in the district of Liang- 
feng, where more than 200 destitute 
furmlng families (cach family com- 
prisng an avernge of four persons) 
are living and farming. They have 
bullt cottages, low and old-fashioned, 
but cozy. They make fires to keep 
themselves warm with the fuel which 
they can always pick up in the nearby 
wocds and there is always enough 
rice steaming in the cauldrons to 
teed the four mouths with three meals 
an day. 

These 200 families of refugees ure 
now carefree because they hove their 
Jand that will yield enough for their 
sustenance. Each family is ghven 20 
mow of the barren Innd for reclamo- 
tion. After the hardened carth is 
ploughed, they grow rice, wheat, and 
other crops and have more than two 
harvests per year, Each mow is 
capable of producing two and half 
piculs of rice and, on this basis, each 
family will reap 45 piculs from their 
rica crops alone, 

Out of the totnl of 5,500 mow, 30 
mow have been sct-nside for-horticul- 
turc, - Five mow will be dediented to 
the planting of fruit-trees, while the 


rest Wil be used to grow all kinds 
of vegetables, including tomatocs, 


Happy And Content 


So the. 200 refugee familles have 
found happiness ond sufficiency again, 
For all these blessings they have the 
National Relicf Commission of the 
Chinese Government to thank. Most 
of them came’from the war zones in 
Anhwel, Klangsu and Chekang and 
during thelr long Might they stopped 
‘at several centres, including Haniow

Refugees, was 
established for the sole purpose of 
assisting: In a small degree the un- 
fortunate women ond girls who are 
rendered destitute as a result of the 
present war, x 

The fundamental object which the 
two associations had in view, is te 
help the women and girl refugees to 
help themselves, and it was felt that 
in order to improve thelr welfare, 
an institution such as this should be 
organised to give them training in 
industrial handicraft ‘and other allied 
branches of artistry, which ‘would be 
of use to them In later Ilfe, after the 
cessation of hostilities. 

Owing to restricted fnance and the 
limited space of the present premises, 
we are only able to start in a modest 
way, with facilities for about 50 
selected women and girls, ; 

May I tuke this opportunity to asix 
you, -one and all, to rive us your 
generous support, so tha’ er 
of the sponsors of this institution may 
be speedily realised, 


Very Important Work 


Mrs. Carrio then addressed the 
fathering, and said: 

t gives me very grent pleasure 
(but at the same time I must confess 
it Alls me with trepidation) to be 
here (o-day to open these new pre- 
mises, 

When I was first asked by one of 
the ladies of the Committee to per- 
form thls ceremony, I readily 
answered “yes” for all that I had in 
my mind was that this was a: small 
working party, consisting of a few 
Chinese Indies, who were anxious to 
help In a small way the relief of dis- 
tress amongst the refugees by knit- 
ting and collecting garments and 
moncy and that success had so 
crowned thelr- efforts that: (hey were 
now going to open a.centre to give 
work or instruction to a few of these 
people, .

port of the Society, which I have 
tread with great interest. 

Although this Knowledge led to the 
{eellngs of trepidation, it has not 
taken away the pleasure I have in 
being here to-day—it hus rather Ine 
creased it and added a feeling of 
pride in belng connected with this 
estimable work. 

I nm not going to make a specch 
about this work, but I do just want 
to say how important I think — this 
new departure of the Society fs. 
The giving of help of all kinds {o 
people in distress is, of course, our 
first thought, but teaching | these 
people some useful work to ‘keep 
them employed and ultimately help- 
ing them to help themselves [sg of 
paramount importance for their well- 

cing when they return, as we hope 
they wlll do, to thelr normal Ives, 

In closing, may I congratulate you 
all on the magnificent start you have 
made ond wish you all success in this 
new venture and hope that I may be 
called upon again to open still larger 
Premises—next time I promise to be 
more abreast’ of you In your work.

This place fs - not. o charity 
drgunnisation only, it isa refuftee 
cimp, a factory and a school com- 
bined, Though of short duration, It 
has given us Brent cournge to carry 
on, These young Indies already 
have made for the public 6,800 pairs 
of shoes, 1,200 sweaters, 30,000, 
Pleces of artificial flowers, and a 
number of embrolderles,. ete, 

Jn conclusion, I wish’ to gay that 
more ure waiting for us to give them 
a similar opportunity, While’ we 
thank these friends who gave us such 
assistance to start this centre, we 
wish to appenl to them and others 
for further nssisfance. Ag this 
centre is getting on Its feet financlal- 
ly, we plan to open another one in 
the near future,

Poultry is usually included in the 
menu at this time of year, so here 
is u good way of dealing with chic- 
feon Liver. : 

Cook the liver 
through a sieve. Heat with a beaten 
egg yolk, a Mttie crenm, Jemon juice, 
and seasoning to taste. Do not allow 
to boil... When you have hollowed 
dut several small cubes of bread, fry 
in butter, and Ml with the prepared 
liver. Serve ns hot os possible; a 
few sprigs of parsley added to the 
dish make it look most appetising. 

Beet rolls ure tasty. To make 
these, halve-some French rolls, and 
after scooping out the centres, fry a 
golden brown, Take some under- 
done roast beef, chop this, mix St 
with cream sauce and grated horse- 
rodish, and fll. 

You will bce haddock and bacon. 
You will need u, cooked, skinned 
‘addock, which must be cut In pieces 
as even as possible, and wrapped tn 
rushers of bacon. Fry, and when the 
bacon Is crisp, serve on mashed po- 
toto, and gornish with quartered, 
baked tomatoes.

Economic — 
Re-distribution 
Necessary For Peace 


Taking “Pacifism and Soclallsm* 
as her subject, Miss Joun Stantforth 
addressed members of tho Peaco 
Pledge Union yesterday, Sho solid 
the principles of both pacifism and 
soctallsm seemed to be essential to 

ence, 

er talc tho many other forms by 

which death or Injustice could be 
caused, she considered the concen- 
tration of capital or raw materials In 
the hands of a few countries or 
people to the detriment of others. 

Even in democratic countrics 
whero the worker could at times 
agitate for better wages and condi- 
tlons she sald he could not hope for 
equality so long as he remained on 
employee, and . as soon 45 an 
emergency arose, money which could 
be spared for the improvement of his 
education, health and well-being was 
held back by a moncyed group for 
Its own Interests, which, af “course, 
were scldom that of the working 
class, . 

The struggle jn Europe to-day was 
between the natons which had 
power over essentials and those who 
sought to usurp that position both 
for Its‘direct ndvantages and for its 
outlet to surplus populations. Dis- 
regarding the romance attaching. to 
"9 far-flung Emplre," it could not be 
denied that Britain had d great ad- 
vantage over the seckers after wealth 
because although the Emp‘re's 
materials could be bought, the price 
of extracting and selling them re- 
mained in thelr boundaries as profit, 
while the Empire itself had only to 
buy nine ‘of 30 essential commodi- 
ties, some of them minor necessitles, 
from abroad. 

Economle Pressure 

Apart from the intrinsic value of 
its possessions, the Empire had a 
great bargaining power them and 
it was this form of economic pres- 
sure in the modern world that was 
one of the most widespread causes 
of violence. ‘ 

The centralisation of moncyed 
control within a country was to bo 
deplored, for without it, civil Mber- 
ties could not be suppressed and an 
empire could not ‘be kept in subjec- 
tion. This form of economic  pres- 
sure was to be hated more than war, 
for In a world of plenty. for all, this 
present day found men, women and 
children dying in greater numbera 
through starvation and disease than 
through physical violence, 

“Before peace can'come to the 
earth there must be a change in the 
economic system doing away with 
private ownership of raw materlals 
and capital,” snid Miss Staniforth. 
“Achieving that will not justify 
pacifists slashing thelr way through 
opposition to some vague goal by the 
use of force. Though at first sight it 
may seem that the ruling classes can 
be Induced to give up thelr privileges 
only by force, that Imperial Govern 
ments can be induced to grant. self- 
Government to thelr units only by 
force and that aggressive nations can 
be kept in bounds only by force, yet 
ra opposite hus also proved to be 
rue, * 

“In other words, force nas failed to 
suppress the feminists or the Irish or 
to keep Germany In thot state of im- 
polence considered necessary forthe 
safety of Europe. Force has failed 
there, and though the Democracies 
are saying they have tried everything 
but fighting to keep peace, actually 
they have not tried making conees- 
sions to the Fascist powers.” : 

“The wenpon of Patifclsts’ was In 
reason, justice and concillation nnd 
finally, if need be, in a loyalty pre- 
pared to suffer in for that which they 

elleved, she concluded. 

Discussion followed the tall, polnts 
being raised as:to whether the “have- 
nots” wanted colonies: for any other 
purpose than the present holders 
used them, and. whether the Union 
should have a definite political, as 
aguinst n merely moral, policy’ to 
proceed on jn future. ay

With Germany 


HE German Ambassador, Dr. 
Herbert von Dirksen, was 
the guest of honour at the an- 
nual dinner of the German 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
United Kingdom, held at the 
Savoy Hotel recently. Dr. Karl 
Markau presided, and the Bri- 
tish guests included Mr. R. S. 
Hudson, Parliamentary, Seere- 
tary to the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, , 

The toasts of “The King" and 
“Der Fuchrer” having been honour- 
ed, Dr. Markau proposed that of 
“Our” Guests." In welcoming the 
German Ambassador he announced 
that Dr. von Dirksen* had consented 
to become hon. president of the 
Chamber, 

The mere fact of the renewal of 
the Anglo-German Agreement in ihe 
summer, Dr. Markaou = said, should 
have resulted in stimulating and 
furthering mutual trade. infor: 
tunately, however, quite soon after, 
{he dark clouds on the political 
horizon entirely over-shadowed the 
rcenc, 60 that one might say the 
whole matter and the fact of that 
great achievement in the summer had 
almost been forgotten. Now when

SOLID FOUNDATION 

The German Ambassador said thut 
he had always been fully aware of 
the great and sometimes deciding role 
which economic quesUons and their 
satisfactory solution played in the re- 
lations of the differcnt nations with 
one another. He had been fortunate 
enough in all his diplomatic posts to 
have had the opportunity of study- 
ing contrasting cconomic problems 
and to.collaborate in their solution, 

Based on that experience, he ven- 
tured to be optimistic of the outloolc 
of the Anglo-German trade relations 
—for different reasons. One of them 
was the existence of the trade ogree- 
ment_which was concluded on July 1 
In London. He was certain that 
agreement would prove to be a very 
solid foundation on which further 
possibilities might be developed. 
Furthermore, he believed - that the 
stil existing. dilficullies—mentioned 
often.and beng of a more theoretteal 
character—were not insurmountable. 

Above all It was*necessary to keep 
in mind that we were living in a 
swiftly changing world. Just ‘ut 
little as there existed in the political 
sphere a status quo for an indefinite 
period, so just as little there existed 
a lasting status quo in the economic 


sphere, Economic conditions and 
principles of the nations were shaped 
according to the general -principles 
forming the basis of thelr existence. 
And as every nation wished to wark ; 
out her own destiny, also the ccono- 
mle developments and principles of 
every nation would huve the ten- 
dency to be different to cach other. 

It ought to be possible—as it had 
been possible in .the past—to find a 
practical way to satisfy the needs of 
the individual nations for the ex- 
change af goods without getting en- 
tangled in theorcticnl discussions 
about the merits or demerits of this 
or that economic system. We only 
had tovobserve: the trend of ‘the de- 
velopment and try to find an in- 
dividual solution in the Individunl 
situntion which might arise. In that 
respect the conversation between 
representatives’ of their Industries 
would prove to be « valuable con- 
tribution, As the two-countries had 
ranged mutually since many decadcs 
among their best customers, those old 
tles might prove a valuable asset for 
new cfforts. ; 

He would endeavour to co-operate 
very closely with the Chamber in the 
fulfilment of thelr task and their 
nims of ‘furthering und developing 
the trade relations between England 
and Germany, 

“UNFAIR METHODS” - 

Dr. Wichl, Director of the Com- 
mercial Department of the - Foreign 
OfMice, Bcrlin, in proposing, the tonst 
“Germany and England on the 
World Murkets,” sald it was a same- 
what tlelclish subject in view of re- 
cent discussion In the British Parlia- 
ment und Press, Germony was 
accused of using unfair trade 
methods ond aspiring to an unfair 
share in foreign markets, As to:un- 
fair methods, a system of foreign 
/exchange control, bilatera] clearing 
{and payment agreements had been 
foreed upon Germany by the policy 
of creditor countries. Micthods for 
promotion of exports resulted from 
the fact that Germany only by cx- 
ports could acquire the necessary 
foreign exchange’ to‘ pay. for tndls- 
pensable imports ‘of foodstuffs and 
raw materials. Germany's situation 
was foundamentally different from 
Great Britain's, for which exports 
had not nearly such vital importance. 
As to an unfair share in world mar- 
Kets, Germany's aim was only to 
obtain the same independence for 
economle life: which other nations 
enjoyed, °  -

COMMON INTEREST 

Mr. R. S. Hudson, Secretary “to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 
said it was Inevitable that British 
and German traders and industrics 
should to some extent be in compcti- 
tion with one another. Nevertheless, 
though competitors, the. two coun- 
tries had a common interest in the 
development of oversea trade. Let 
them take thelr minds back to the 
days before 1914. Traders had their 
diMculties and thelr complaints even 
in those golden days. The two coun- 
tries had for long been keen com- 
petitors. In 1886 a commission here 
reported that in cvery quarter of 
the world the perseverance and 
enterprise of Germnns were being 
increasingly felt. Our own indus- 
trlalists responded to the challenge. 
But that did not prevent both the 
two countries obtaining a steady 
advance in oversen trade, The 
figures showed that a.prosperous ex- 
port trade depended not on achiev- 
ing success at the’ expense of other 
countries, but on general world con- 
ditions, 

Unfortunately the world had not 
yet been able to re-establish those 
conditions of international confidence 
and stability without which'a steady 
Browth of ‘trade could not be 
uchieved. The United Kingdom must 
do its utmost to maintain its export 
trade, for we were dependent to an 
outstanding degree on oversca sup- 
plies of foodstuffs and materials, and 
for the means to pay. for those we’ 
had to look mainly to the proceeds 
of our own exports. We must, there- 


fore, pursue an active export poticy, |. 


It was a vital national Interest and 
we intended to defend it at all costs. 
What we desited was not develop- 
ment to the detriment of other coun- 
tries—thut could bring no lasting 
benefits—but a world-wide growth of 
international trade_as a result of. 
healthy competition under economic 
and stable conditions. That was the 
general position in the years before 
1914 with the result that both coun- 
tries enjoyed a steadily inercasing 
flow of trade, through normal chan- 
nels, to the gencral benefit of all. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFIDENCE 
The progress of trade depended on’ 
international conditions, und first and 
foremost on the restoration of inter- 
national confidence. So long. as 
Europe was in a state of tension, 
trade could not be expected to pros- 
per. The Prime Minister hod given 
supreme evidence of his willingness 
to pursuc the settlement of intcr- 
national differences by means of 
peaceful negotiation, The Prime 
Minister's policy in that respect had 
the support of the overwhelming 
mass of people both in this country 
and ubroad. He thought that we 
were entitled to expect some gesture 
in return. He still hoped, therefore, 
that despite all the diMcultics that 
secmed to-besct them at the moment 
they should succeed in reaching a 
reasonuble ond satis{nctory settle- 
ment of the problem of Germany and 
Great Britain in world markets, 
Those present Included:—Prince 
Friedrich of Prussin, Sir Frederick 
Leith-Ross, Mr. F. T. A. Ashton- 
Gwatkin, Mr. O. ‘Mundy, Lieutenant- 
Colone!

“Whither China's war refugees?” 

That oft-asiccd question Js partially 
answered In Kwangsi, There ore 
-§,500 -mow of land, uncultivated but 
with great possibilities for develop~ 
ment, located In the district of Liang- 
feng, where more than 200 destitute 
farming familles (cach family com- 
prisrig an average of four Persons) 
are living ond farming. They have 
built cottages, low and old-fashioned, 
but cozy. They make fires to keep 
themselves warm with the fuel which 
they can always pick up In the nearby 
woods and there {5 nlways enough 
rice steaming in the eauldrons to 
feed the four mouths with three meals 
a day, 

These 200 families of refugees are 
now carefree because they have their 
land that will yield enough for their 
sustenance, Each family Is given 20 
mow of the borren land for reelama- 
Hon. “After the hardened earth is 
ploughed, they grow rice, wheat, und 
other crops and have more than two 
harvests per ‘year, Each mow js 
capable of Producing. two and half 
piculs of rice and, pn this b: , cach 
family will reap 45 Piculs from their 
rica crops alone, 

Out of the total of 5,500 mow, 30 
mow have been set nside for hortleul- 
ture, Five mow will be dediented to 
the planting of fruit trees, while the 
rest will be used to ¥row all kinds 
of vegetables, including tomatocs,

Revelations By A 
Hongkong Visitor 


IT is common knowledge in 
Peiping that Wu Poi-fu, the re- 
tired Shantung general, did not 
accept the Japanese offer to be- 
come “Pacification Commissioner 
of China” on January 31, 28 was 
widely reported by the Japancse | 
news agencies, and it is general- 
ly believed that. the 68-year-old 
veteran soldier will never yield 
to Japanese pressure, said a 
noted businessman from Pciping, 
in an interview with a represen- 
tative of the “Telegraph” * Jast .

tionary Expedition, and Inclicd the 
ex-generil to take vengeance against 
his old foe. 

“Wu replicd smilingly, ‘Even l'a 
take vengeance against him I would 
not do so with forelgn ald’ 

“Wu understood _ perfectly 
what a “puppet” post means. 

“Even Wong K’'e-min, Peiping's 
No. 1 “puppet,” would conscientious- 
jy admit that the so-called Provi. 
stonal Government has nothing to do 
with the governance of the city, not 
bf say in the districts outside Pcl- 
ping. 


CITY COMPLETELY UNDER 


JAPANESE CONTROL : 

“The city is completcly and ab- 
solutely under the military control 
of four Japanese orang, namely, the 
Headquarters of Japanese Gerrison 
in North China, the Peiping OMce 
of the Military Special Service, the 
Headquarters.of Japanese gendarmes 
in Peiping and the Peiping Omice of 
the South Manchuria Railway Com- 
pany. The provisional government 
is no more than a “puppet. . 

“Guerilla activities. around Pelping 
are not at all exaggerated in the 
Press, The ancient wall of Peiping 
now forms an Important Nne of de 
fence of the modern Japanese’ army 
in the city against night raids by 
the vigilant. partisans. Heavy Japan- 
ese garrisons are stationed inside and 
outside all city gates which are all 
closed at seven or eight o'clock in 
the evening. Some of the elty gates 
are not opened even. in daytime. 
The Tch Shing Men or the Gate of 
Victory has-been closed since the 
Japanese occupation of: the city. 

"In Pelping to-day Martinl Law 
may be proclaimed .nt ony moment 
in any section of the city. On most 
-occasions_the reasons of the..military 
measures are the coming and golng 
of Japanese chiefs in‘ the clty, Some- 
limes it lasts for three or four hours 
In the daytime when traMe is com- 
pletely stopped, - 

“Searches have become dally hap-° 
penings in Peiping, not only In the 
strects during daytime, but also at 
mid-night or early morning among 
private residences. Furthermore, 
the Japanese gendarmes usually do 
not enter the house to be searched 
by the main door, but effect sudden 
entry with Iadder and ropes Nike 
bandits.

Marines in Shanghat take great pride 
in the abilky of their rugger team; 
and quite rightly too because they 
ure regarded a8 one of the strongest, 
if not uctuaily the strongest agyrega- 
tion jn that city. Apparently the 
Marinss are desirous ot coming to 
Hongkong for a serics of matches 
With local teams, and having express- 
ed such an intention they ore rather 
hurt to find that no invitation has 
peen forthcoming trom Hongkong. 
When inquiries were made yesterday, 
it wos revealed that the local 
authorities had received no official 
information regarding the wish of 
the Murines to come here. Hong- 
kong at the mement Is entertaining 
a team from Malaya, and next week 
will be welcoming one from Shang- 
hai. Having gone so far in their
